Tho local print of which Amor De Cos- 
mos is editor uuil joiiitproiirictor lias just 
como out ivilli auotlier of a. series of Iciul- 
ir.g articles upon tho snlijoot of Eritisli 
Colnmbia being ropreaentod in tho Do- 
xaloion Cabinet. The indiscretion of these 
articloB could only be exceeded by their 
extreme indelicacy. They notonly point- 
ed to Mr DoOosmos as the fittest material 
for a Miniuter, but pJninly intiiiiat(Hl his 
oxoluaivo elaiui imd iituoss. In its eiigfn-- 
nosfl to pushits editor aiulprincipal owner 
forward for tho coveted po.sition, our con- 
temporary ha.3 not hositntod to roprcdcnt 
tLis journnl in tho false position of oj.ip()s- 
iBg the propoaitiou that British Oolunibiii 
ought to bo Teprcsentcd in tho Fedenil 
Cubinet. In it article of yesterday, it w.as 
eqiuilly niijiiBt to iilltlio "otheruicnibors" 
for the'Pucilio Proviuce. Tlicso gentle- 
mon are represented na ignoring und op- 
posing'the right of their ProTinco to bo 
represented in tho Cabinet, and it calls 
upon Messrs. Nelson, Devdnoy nud 
'Ihoinpson , as they are now in tho conn- 
try, to explain their oxtraordiiinry course 
iuthia matter. It soouis scarcely uoccasary 
that yiG shonld defend these gentlemen 
againit a charge at once so ridiculous and 
nnfounded. That they felt called upon 
while at Ottawa to ignore and ropndinto 
tho iirotentious and diarepntnblo chican- 
ery of the "one" is perfectly true ; but 
that they did, by word or act, either di- 
rectly or constructively, ignore or oppose 
the claims of their Province to a seat in 
the federal &k1>met is atterl;ir tintrne. 
The sum and eubstanco of their sinning 
consiats in their haying posses.sed too 
much indepondonco and self-reaijcct to 
become more creatures for administering 
to the overweaning and all-consuming 
ranity and aolfishness of the -'one;" and 
the less ;our contemporary has to say on 
the subject the b^tt^' for him whom it 
wonld serve. So far, indeed, from ' 'all but 
one" standing in tho way of Britisli Co- 
lumbia getting her rights in this respect, 
it is tho "one" who constitutes tho real 
obstacle. Undue ardor in pursuit of a 
Federal portfolio is likely to wove the 
greatest bar to saooess, and it is greatly 
to be feared that any ground he might at 
one time have been supposed to have for 
aspiring to the much-coveted seven thou- 
sand a year has been knocked from under 
him by hia own indiscretion and inordin- 
ate ambition. There -would not soeni to 
be any imniodiate intention of giving 
British Cohimbia a seat in the Onbinot. 
Wo sincerely trust, hovrerer, the time is 
not diitant when our Province shall be 
admitted to hor rights in this resiiect; 
but whenever that time does arrive, it 
seems extiemcly improbable that one 
irould be selected to till that position who 
has so markedly demonstrated his inabil- 
ity to lead tlie representatives from his 
own Province. As for the demand which 
our contemporary makes on tho three 
members to explain their eonduct, wo feel 
qnite sure they will regard it a.s a piece 
of unparalleled impertineuco and treat it 
vith that sileqt contempt vhich it de- 
sisrves.

Tuesday, June 17. 
.ihe Court mot at 10:20 o'clock. 
■ The case of John Wadhams was first 
called ou. 

Prisoner was a sailor belonging to H. 
M. S. Tenodos. 

When plaeod in the dock it was diH- 
oovored that ho was still hnndcuffod 
.and trial, thoroforo, could not bo 
bommenced. 

Mr. Justice Crease asked the Attorney 
Geuoval to make a note of this oironin- 
stancG. 

Tho Attorney Oonoral drew attention to 
the fact that tho Court had been waiting 
20 minutes for tho arrival of prisoners. 

Mr. Justice Create called (iaoler Wool- 
lacott before him and sai.l that tho jurors 
•were pre.sojit at 10 o'clock nndor jionalty 
, of a heavy lino; tlio Judg(?si were present 
at 9/i o'clock, and yot evorything wns de- 
layed because of tho romisane.sa of HOnio 
one in bringing up tho prisoners. 

The Gaoler oxplaiued that one of tho 
offloers had been suddenly called away 
and hod taken tlie key of the handouffs 
with liim. 

Mr. Justice Crease naid that if delay 
occurred again from a similar cause lio 
•. xrould mark the displeasure of the Court 
in such a manner that tho deliiKinent 
officer would remember it to tho end of his 
days;" 

At this moment tho key of the b»nd 
cuffs was obtaini'd anil tliey wero un- 
locked and tlie trial prdcondod witli^. 

A jury, with Alex. Wilson aw foreman 
.was impa-iuollod. 

The "indictment charged tho prisoner 

• ■ with stealing a watch and chain and some 

money from a man named Fitton in the 
employ of Judge O'lliolly on the 3rd 
of 2ilay. 

The Attoruoy-Goni'ral apj)eared for tho 
prosecution. I'ho prisoner, at tho rocpipst 
of tho Court, was defended by Mr. Davie. 

' James Fitton was called as a witness 
and narrated the ciroumstances of the 
robbery. He added that when Wadhams 
was asked for the watch he said he had it 
in his pocket. 

A. Matherson testified that ho saw a 
man whom ho did not know come into 

' the King's Head and try to induce Wad- 
liama to desert from his ship. Aftorw.ards 
3aw Fitton and Wadhams in conversation, 
and thny loft at 11% o'clock at night for 
Fitton's' rooms at Judge O'Reilly'fl. I 
went as tho first bridge with them. Fit- 
ton and three others of us drank 7 or 8 
half-galls, of beer. 

1 Judge O'lleilly testified that Fitton was 
in his employ. ! 

Officer McCarthy testified that he ar- 
rested Wadham.s and that at the Police 
Btation prisoner took tho watch out of 
Uia pooket and handed it to Fitton, who 
WAJ uador the intiuonoe of liquor. When 
JPitton first spoke to the prisoner ho deni- 

• ''Od aU>knowledga of the watoh; but when 

Fitton said, "If youll give me my watch 
I'll forgive you." Wadhams handed him 
the watch. 

Mr, Davio made a forcible siDeoch for 
tls.e defence, claiming that i'ittou hud 
bandedACCueed his watch to take caro of 
ti'i tliA morning. The learned counsel sub 
jnitted ibat tbere was no intention of 
stealing the watch, heeauae the priiioner 
lianded it back to Filtf);! when asked to do 
80. Tlie proseontor was too drunk to take 
care of his boots; how much losa capable 
' vras he of taking oare of his wbtoh ? 

The learned Jndge charged heavily 
Agsiast the prisoner. 

Mr, Davie asked the Judge to state to 
the jury that if tho watch or the monoy 
wore handed over to Wadhams to keep 
for Fitton it would not bo larceny. 

Tho jury retired, oud after an absence 
of two hours returned a verdict of guilty, 
' witU a strong recommendation to mercy.

His honor 
Judge Crea.so, in snniming up tlio case, 
limited tho jury to fjndingfor cither man- 
fllaughtor or for willful murder. 

The jnry then retired, wlieu Mrlioburt- 
iion strongly animadverted on tho irresu- 
lar manner in which tho charge had bcon 
delivorod from tho Bench, coiupletoly do- 
jiriving, if that won) possible, the jury of 
their unbiassed oiiinioii and judguiont. 
Mr Robertson Jioro ([uotiid His Honor's 
words, from which the Court iJis^jentod, 
^iimWf that a mistake must have oeaucrod, 
^^oraupou Mr Ilobortson read the judge's 
words as ho )ja<l taltoii Ihiau down at tho 
' time. 

On tho jury reajti/enriny Jli.s Honor cau- 
Mtionad tho'u to reconsider (Imlr duoiaion 
.if it had boon oidirely mouldf.vd ]iy iwy- 
ljJ_^bing thatj ho had said. Without ft roo- 
H^ment's hesit^on.tbo foreman handed in

cide.

Lassaro, a Kanaka, charged with sup- 
jjlving liiiuor to Indians, on remand from 
the IGth inst, was fauid §20. . 

THE DWYEIS .MUliDEn. 

Joo, a half-breed Kanaka, was brought 
up on remand charged with being' acces- 
sory to tho wilful murder of Capt Dwyor. 

Mr. Joliiiaon apixMirod to prosecute tho 
caso for tho United States; Mr. Jackson 
watched tho case for the prisoner; Jlr. 
■Warbass, J. P., from San Juan, took his 
seat on tlia bench by special invitation. 

Mr. Courtney, wdio appeared for tho 
friends of tho deceased, said that through 
tho confession of Joe ho had evidence 
upon which to ground a charge against 
Charley of participating in tho murder of 
Capt. Dwyer and wife, and that this ovi- 
donco had led to the recovery of articles 
which had been stolen fromdoceasod. He 
proposed to road the written confession 
of Joo for him. 

Tho Clerk then read to Joe the written 
confosaiou which has already been pub- 
lished. 

Mr. Jackson asked that an interpreter 
should bo provided. Joo, lioweyor, said 
lie could undcjr.stand Eni^lish, and cer- 
tainlv answered very plainly. 

At"the part where the confession states 
that Charley kicked Mrs. Dwyer, Charley, 
a villainous looking and dwarlish-si/.od 
Indian, rocked himself uneasily in the 
dock. 

Mr. Johnson proposed that Jo^ should 
be sworn. Mr. Courtney objected. Joo 
certitiod to the correctness of of the writ- 
ten confeasion. 

Mr. Johnson produced legal authority 
to i)rovo the value of this ovidenco, and 
that it would not release Jocfrom tho 
consequences of his gpilt. |^ f . 

Mr. 0. McCoy deposed that lie was a 
farmer belonging to San Juan Island; was 
pro.sont in gaid yard yestonliiy, .lunelO, 
when tho confession was made; afterwards 
it was written inside and read to .loo No- 
hamo. It was signed by Joo in the pro- 
aenco of the assistant gaolor, Chas. Pag- 
den. This morning (17th) I W6h'tJt*'J oe 
and asked him ■where I shonH find the 
watches and other articles. Ho told me 
they wero down in Kanaka How, in a 
little garden; that I should find the exact 
place. I obtained i)ermissiun to take Joo 
with mo to show mo the j)laco. He was 
in tlio custody of Mr. Pagden. Ho point- 
ed to a spot where a man bod been mow- 
ing grass. The articles woro inside a 
l)icket-fence, over which I reacheil to get 
them; they wore mendy covered with 
grass which concealed tiieni; they have 
been in my possession over since. 1 was 
acquainted with deceased for some years 
past. I know the largo watoh as Dwyer's 
property; also the chain. To tho best of 
my knowledge, tho small one I do not 
know. 

By Mr Johnson — Joe told me that Char- 
ley gave him the watches. I told him that 
by tbo laws of the U. S. if ho turned 
Statos evidence he might be pardoned 

IThe Magistrate here observed that this 
essened tho value of Joe's evidence.] 1 
have been at tho honso of deceased since 
the murder; I found a pouch with shot in 
it in a place whero Joo told mo to look. 

Charles Pagdon sworn— Ani Acting As 
sistant Gaoler; tbo confession is in my 
handwriting. I was on duty ye;t.>rday 
whon Mr McCoy wns admitted to aoo Joe 
Ho called mo, saying Joe wished to make 
a confessiion. I then cautioned Joo that 
anything ho might say could bo used in 
evidence against him. Ho still said that 
he wialifld to make a oonfeasion. and then 
I took it down in writing and read it to 
him and he signed it. Tho endorsement 
8 in my handwriting. A. slight alteration 
wa6 made at tho ii:stanco of tiio prisoner. 
This morning McCoy and I took tho pvia- 
onor to Kanaka Row. and Joe pointed out 
where the watches wore. 

Mr (i. Lango, watchmaker, identified 
one of the watches ashaviiig been sold by 
him in January last to Dwyer; idontified 
tl-.em by witness' private mark -"UA'.^01," 
scratched in.sido tlio case. ^Yitn.•ss next 
reforroil to llis hooks, and iibnitili.'d the 
watch produced by thn maker's mark, lb- 
sold him the watoii on tho l!3th .lanuary, 
187;5. The chain he had soon. Tho otlnu 
watch, witness thought, hi had traded 
with Dwyor. 

Charloy, tho Indian, was next eiamined. 
Ho gave a long and rambling acx'.ount of 
hia moremeuts from a day or two ])rocod- 
ing till a day or two after tho murders, 
trying to prove an alibi, and concluded by 
stating that when he loft San Juan he diil 
not know that Dwyor was killed. 

Mr Courtney stated that M|- Jungcrinan, 
who is at Wostminiiter, could giyo iini)0) t- 
ant tostimony as to the watuh, and ]\Ir El- 
liott romnndod tho prisoners for a week.

H.jNI. Gunboat Boxor, Lieut-Command- 
ing Fitzgerald, arrived yostortlay from a 
cruise along tho N. \Y. Coast forthu pur- 
pose of allowing tho Su{ioriutondont of 
Indian Atl'airs to interview tho Indian 
tribes. We have been kindly fnrnisbod 
with a report of the crni.so. 

At daylight on tbo 'iUth JMay tho Boxor 
weighed anclior at Esquiinalt and pro- 
ceeded to Now Wostmiustor tho same day. 
Opposite tho anoborago oil tho town tlio 
Indians woro gathered in great numbara 
and the coromonioM previously described 
in tliese columns took place. On tho '28th 
tho Boxer procoedod to Doparturo Bay 
and took in a large quantity of coal bolow 
and on deck. On the 'Mth sho reach- 
ed Comox; the wind and weather 
being propitious, the Boxer steamed 
and sailed 11 knots and arri\od in Blonk- 
iusop Bay that evening; next day ran 
through tho Havana and Chatham 
Channcds. Tho scenery of theso inland 
channels is remarkable for its wild yet 
placid beauty. Hero on an Island, in the 
niiddlo of a harbor, waved aovoral rod and 
bluo flags, deaoting tho burial places of 
tho do.id. From their apparent newness 
it was conceived by tho Boxers that liero 
rested tho body of the Indian slain by Mr. 
Sullivan. On s;;bseiiiu,'nt inquii'V it w:;:* 
aacortained tlml this was not tho case. 
After leaving Havana tJhannel tho Boxer 
proceeded up Knight Inlot, reaching the 
place the same. evening. Mr. Pemberton, 
with characteristic energy and prompti- 
tude, at onco proceeded to the Indian camp 
ami sui'cccHlcd (as befoi'e stated) in so- 
curing witnesses and priHonora. Those 
witnesses were brought on board tho 
Boxer, but diiliculty was feared in pro- 
viding sufficiont acoomaiodations for tho 
dusky maidens, not bat they would be 
treated with sufficient ho»i)itality. Mr. 
Pemberton, seeing the eniorgeucy of the 
caso. duterminvil not to delay justice and 
proceeded to Victoria with these import- 
ant witnesses in an open canoo. Dr. 
Powell and ofllcers of tho Boior, in com- 
pany with the leading Indian chiefs, 
visited the Indian camp up the Sawatti 
Rivur. The current of the river being 
oxtromcly swift the Superintendent had 
recourse to a canoo and at length, after an 
h(M-(Mik'an .■druggie with tho mad current, 
reached tho camp in safety. After ashort 
parley with the chiefs tho natives gather- 
ed together to the number of several thou- 
sands. Tho Suporintondcnt proooeded to 
explain, in timely and eloquent t<;rms,tho 
(d)je.-t of his visit; the regard the bone- 
liouut (^)m'en had for her Indian subjects 
and how much tlicdr intorosts would be 
studied in the future. This had appar- 
ently a most salutary elTect upon tho In- 
dians, who efinced their delight at seeing 
their now chief. After speochos on both 
sides the whole group of Indians, tho Su- 
perintendent of Indian AfTairs and oilicors 
of the Boxer wore photographed by that 
able artist, R. Maynard. Tho Superin- 
tendent having finished iirolirainaries with 
the Indians was invited aboard the largest 
canoe by tho chiefs, and, escorted by 
about •10 other canoes, wa.s i)addlod away 
in great state towards the Boxnr. Tho 
canoes on reaching tho Boxor woro warn- 
ed to "stand!" and that warlike vessel, 
practising at a target with her large 
modern artillery, struck a feeling of awe 
into tho breiist o? tbo savages. A partic- 
hir s])ot in tho mountains having been 
I)ointcd out by tho Superintendent, a 
shell from the Boxor burst full upon it, 
and tho Indians iiiauifestod their approval 
with loud whoops. After tho practice 
the Superintendent, apparently well 
pleased with the demeanor ofjtheXndiaus, 
arranged a rr-gatta for them. This oamo 
otl' with giciit ,;,-/<,'/-"tlio nativo.s being or- 
namented with foalhcrs, tails and oth-^r 
savage adornments, pre.sontod a mo.it pic 
turec()uo spectacle. Tho contest wa.^en- 
tfrod into with groat eagerness, ami tho 
winning canoe came alongside tho Boxer 
closely followed by her antagonist. Tlien 
follov/od a scone of wild oxcitoment, the 
occupant.s of iilniost every cauoo jjrotost- 
ing lliat tlicy had won the r,=ico, and gro.\t 
discrimination was required on tho part of 
tho Superintendent to satisfy thorn in the 
distribution of tho prizes. 

June .'id the Boxer loft ICuigllfs Inlot 
ami ran to I'ort Uunort. FAthor Fouijuot 
(who has lately appeared ill print) gave 
much important iuforui.ition with respect 
t(j Indian Affairs. Father Fouquot spoko 
in d(iprocating term* of the Fort Rupert 
Indians, denouncing them as a lawless 
lot, mucli addicted to whiskey, ond valu- 
ing their domestic ties very lightlv. 
Procuring an interpreter in tho per- 
son of tho son of Mr. Hunt, H. 
li, Agent, on the 5th tlin lioxor 
crossed Queen Charlotte Sound. In the 
Sound were metannmbor of native c:)noos 
tlUtid ^^■itll haliljut, which thoy gladly ox- 
changed for biscuit, otl', Tho Boxor pro- 
cofiibnl nil Fitzhiigli Sound and anohorod 
in Safety Covo. Next day ran up North 
Benlinck Arm and reached Bella Coola. 
Tho Indians hero are not numerous. Tho 
Suporinteiident viaitod thorn and listened 
to an<l arrungod their claims .-iatisfac- 
toi-ily, 

On the 8th left Bidla Coola and passed 
down Bontiuck .Arm. Alanit noon a largo 
black object was observed ahead. Tho ory 
of "A bear!" woa passed from tlio mast- 
head. On nearing the object it was dis- 
covered to be a largo black wolf, about a 
inilo and half on either side fiom land. 
The boat was losveri'daud after a brief yot 
exciting strugglo, the bruto wa.s secured 
and hoisted on board, whero lin is at pre- 
sent alivo and in a very wicked frame of 
mind, althongh his unpetitoin very good. 

Beached Bella l|o|la (l'o|'t MoldHlgU- 
lin; on tho evpuiug of tho Stl). Hero 
wero obtained, froia the H.B. Agent, a 
kog, lantern, candle, a fragment of a nows- 
paper, and soulo biscuit, supposed to 
have belonged to tiip wyeokof tlio misfling 
stoamor G. B. Wuiglit. tipft I'ort Mo- 
Tiaughlin on the l)th and prococded down 
Qu(!en Charlotte Sound and onterod Ta- 
k'ljsh l[;irl)(ir, near Capo tiaution. The 
roar ami aspoiU, of tho broakers on this 
desolate coast, although tbo weather was 
comparatively mild, was extremely f(!r- 
midable and tbo Boxers were glad to outer 
this harbor. A small tribe of Indians 
wero found near the auehorago and being 
vi.silod by the Suiierintcndcnt seomod to 
be both well-diiipo.',ed and quiet in con- 
tradistinction to the letters written by 
"Suwanoo." No tidings of the wreck v.oro
